Probehly nothing is more character- 
istic of the courage and intelligence 
of American and Canadian parents 
than the efforts they are making to 
enlighten themselves on the subject 
of child training 


Not only do they consider the men- | 


tal and moral upbringing of their 
children nowadays as important a5 
physical welfare, but they have come 
to realize that the old way of prepar- 
ing a child for a sheltered life in a 


sheltered world is of no more use 
nowadays than an umbrella in a ty- 
phoon 

Parents are apt to blame them- 


selves, and other people have been 
quick to criticize them, for a lack of 
discipline that has resulted in what 
we call “the terrible younger genera- 


| tion.’? 


I believe that parents are entitled 
to sympathy instead of censure in 
these rather chaotic times, All tran- 
sition stagés from the old to the new 
are chaotic. Forewarned is forearm. 
ed, and how were parents to know 
that times were going to change prac- 
tically overnight? For times did 
change suddenly, with the advent of 
qnick travel and instantaneous 
thought—a rennaissance more tre- 
mendous and far-reaching than that 
which occurred in Europe in the fif- 
teenth century.
